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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-30, drawn to the method and product for forecasting medical 
resources by comparing patient mathematical expression derived from a model to 
selection objectives, and for categorizing the forecast based on the relationships 
between the patient mathematical expression and the categorization preferences that 
specify the characteristic of the forecast, classified in 705/2. 

II. Claims 31 -32, drawn to method for sensitivity analysis of a model for 
reducing error in forecasting by applying an error assessment model to a patient error 
list, and by applying a sensitive analysis model to weighted variables, selecting 
weighted variable changes and modifying weighted variables, classified in 705/7. 

2. The invention are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 

in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility as 
method and product for medical utilization by forecasting, invention II has separate 
utility as optimization of a forecasting model. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
